School Evaluation Report Is 
Subject of Rotary Address 


At the meeting of the Rotary 
Club last Monday, Floyd W. Bath- 
urst, principal of Warren High 
School, gave a report on the eval- 
uation of the local high school con- 
ducted by the Middle States As- 
sociation of Accredited Colleges 
and Secondary Schools. 


A survey was made last April 
when a committee of seventeen 
investigators spent three days here 
checking up on about 1500 items 
with reference to the currlculm, 
faculty, 
library, 
administration, 
buildings and equipment, student 
guidance, activities, etc. The re- 
sults of 
this 
survey 
checked 
against other schools. In most 
phases the Warren High School 
is above average, but Mr. Bath- 
urst Just as frankly discussed the 
few points where the local school 
fell short. This is the real purpose 
of the survey and the Association 
follows it up by seeing that the 
weak points are remedied. Mr. 
Bathurst told of improvements al- 
ready made and contemplated. He

Mr. Rossman, superintendent of 
schools, made a few additional 
comments and stated that the 
weakness in curriculum was a re- 
sult of 1932 economy measures 
which cut out certain courses 
which have never been replaced, 
and that the building was fifty 
years old, and inadequate to carry 
on the full program deemed de- 
sirable by the Association. This 
cannot be corrected since a new 
building is out of the question. 
Everything considered, Rotar- 
ions felt that Warren could well 
be proud of the local institution, 
for the above-average points were 
for more important than the few 
which were below-average.

OFF-THE-RECOKD OPINIONS 


Elliott Roosevelt's reply to the Newsweek magazine 


account of his alleged statements at a reception in 
Moscow raises an interesting questions about the scope 
and sanctity of off-the-record utterances, and the 
legitimacy of news, says James Thrasher in an editorial 
written for NEA Service and the Times-Mirror. 


The Newsweek article credited Mr. Roosevelt with 


some opinions -which, to say the least, were arresting. 
The story has it that he charged the United States 
government, among other things, with doing nothing to 
advance the cause of peace; with being in the United 
Nations purely for selfish, imperialistic reasons; and 
with welching on its Tehran, Yalta and Potsdam agree- 
ments. 


Mr. Roosevelt sayg he was misquoted, though he 


declines to specify how. He also says that he had made 
it plain that his remarks were off the record. 


"Off the record" is a safety sigrial that has its le- 


gitimate uses. It is employed when a speaker wishes 
to give the press some background information that 
might involve national security or expose honest but 
confidential matters to the light of publicity. It is useful 
to newspapermen in making predictions of events or 
actions which are still in a formative state, and whose 
premature publication in full detail might jeopardize the 
most fortunate outcome or solution. 


There are other general and accepted variations of 


the same idea. But Mr. Roosevelt's case is the first 
that we recall in which a more-or-less public figure has 
felt constrained to keep off the record a conversation 
apparently confined to his personal opinions on topics of 
general discussion and interest. 


The question, then, is whether a reporter is bound 


by an off-the-record preface of such opinions. He must 
decide whether there are reasons of ethics, taste or 
security to justify such a preface, or whether a speaker 
simply dosn't mind airing his views but doesn't want 
them widely circulated.. 


Specifically, a reporter who attended this reception 


for Mr. Roosevelt, or who received an account of it from 
a reliable witness, would have to decide whether the 
importance of Mr. Roosevelt's opinions justified him in 
ignoring the off-the-record admonition. 


If Mr. Roosevelt's remarks about this country's role 


in the United Nations were quoted correctly, it would 
seem to us that they are legitimate news. Certainly they 
were a startling observation from a man whose father 
has been credited with athe creation of the organization, 
and whose mother is an honored and industrious Ameri- 
can delegate to the UN. 


Mr. Roosevelt may be traveling unofficially. Yet his 


inherited position and his own considerable public activi- 
ties cannot permit him to escape all responsibility for his 
pubicly stated opinions. 


It may be questioned whether Mr. Roosevelt's 


thoughts on world affairs are going to turn the tide of 
history. But it may also be doubted that this present 
incident involving him will advance the solution of the 
delicate and fateful problems confronting the American 
and Soviet governments today. 


We feel that anyone in public life should be concerned 


with that solution. We also feel that Mr. Roosevelt 
should clear up this misunderstanding. If he was mis- 
quoted, let him say how and where. If, as alleged, he 
wishes to malign his governrnent'a policies and cast 
doubt on the sincerity of its aims, let him do so openly. 
As- the citizen of a free country, he knows that he can 
express his honest opinions on the record, and without 
fear.
